Scarf tricks work fashion magic

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Smart girls will tie one on 
this year for a wardrobe ex­ 
tension course.

RAILROAD SAFETY 
Despite the decrease in railroad travel there are 
approximately 12,000 vehicle - train collisions each 
year resulting in 1,500 deaths and 7,000 injuries. 
One-third of the accidents involve m otor vehicles that 
run into the side of trains. 
In an effort to improve safety at railroad crossings 
the federal government and the railroad industry have 
joined hands to get up an inventory of all public, 
private and pedestrian railroad highway grade crossings 
throughout the nation. 
The program will cost $4,000,000 and will be 
funded on fifty-fifty-basis by the railroad industry and 
the U. S. Department o f Transportation.

Administration stated: 
“ The 
cooperative 
efforts 
of 
the 
Federal 
Government and the railroad industry will set the 
framework for a significant improvement of safety and 
saving 
lives 
at 
highway- railroad

“Public and private crossings have never been 
identified on a systematic, national basis and without 
this information it is, of course, impossible to initiate a 
safety improvement program. We are confident that 
the data we receive through setting up this numbering 
and inventorying system and tying the resulting- site 
specific information with grade crossing data will help 
to reduce the tremendous cost in deaths and injuries 
we have suffered annually.” 
We are all for the government and the railroads 
getting together to com e up with a safety program at 
railroad 
crossings. What troubles 
us, is why the 
railroads and the government don’t know where these 
dangerous crossings are right now. After all, these 
crossings have been around for a long time and 
somebody should have paid attention a long tim e ago 
to the 12,000 collisions that occur each year. 
At least there is som e indication, that at long last, 
something is being done that will bring some results. A 
pilot test was initiated last March in Connecticut, 
Virginia, Florida, Colorado and Nevada. Trouble spots

administrators; the railroads closed many “trespapper 
paths” and
